Elevators 


of wheat have been shipped out 
of the three Lacombe elevators 
this year, with an_ estimated 
50,000 bushels still in the elevator 
bins, according to figures ob- 
tained from a local elevator man 
Wednesday. 
mostly No. 3 C.W. Garnet and 
Nos. 3 and 4 Northern. Little if 
any No. 1 C.W. Garnet or No. 1 
Northern has been reported sold 
in the Lacombe district. Eleva- 
tor men report that while wheat 
is still coming into the elevators 
in a steady stream, the big rush 
has passed its peak. 

Most of the threshing in the 
district has been finished, al- 
though some farmers, held up by 
the shortage of farm labor, are 
still at this final stage of har- 
vesting. The shortage of men in 
the district is still serious, as 
very little of the coarser grains 
have been threshed. Threshing 
crews are working short-handed 
as all available labor is snapped 
up by farmers as quickly as it is 
available. Lacombe police report 
that the freight trains coming 
through the town are empty of 
all men. 


Coarse grains, while almost 100 
per cent cut, have yet to be sold 
to the elevator companies in any 
large quantities. Most farmers, 
because of the excessively low 
market prices of oats and barley, 
are expected to hold their coarse 
grains in the hope of selling later 
on a rising market. Only scat- 
tered fields of green feed in the 
district remain to be cut.

It was a gala day for the cot- 
tage owners of Gull Lake when 
Premier J. E. Brownlee and Miss 
Irene Parlbee officially opened the 
big pier. A large crowd wit- 
nessed the elaborate ceremonies 
as the new addition to the lake 
front was believed to symbolize 
another step forward in the 
growth of Gull: Lake as the 
largest summer resort of Central 
Alberta. For years after its 
opening the pier was a scene of 
constant activity from July 1 to 
the end of August as resort seek- 
ers from every part of the prov- 
ince visited Gull Lake to sing its 
praises, 

But the waters of the lake re- 
ceded; slowly at first, then 
quickly. The lake waters sur- 
rounding the big pier gave way 
to a broad plain of sand. Gav- 
ernment engineers inspected the 
pier this spring and condemned 
the foundations, claiming them to 
be dangerous and unsafe,

ean clarify issues in your mind, and reduce moun- 
tains to mole-hills. There is something so irre- 
vocable in the written word, that it cannot. be 
treated as lightly as the spoken. word. It is not 
nearly as easy to think before we speak, as we 
were told we should do, when young! But, we 
do have to think before we write, and therefore 
we can’t write as freely and unthinkingly as we

Reflection also may bring wisdom. I have 
written an article, or maybe just a letter, and 
seen the same a little latter, after due reflection, 
and been painfully surprised at the faulty reason- 
ing, and arguments presented, in something I haa 
fondly imagined I had polished.

I wrote a sentence last 
week which should have read, “the former, the 
destroyer of foods, etc., is hailed as an éminent 
student of economics.” Between my copy, and the 
finished newspaper article, the “o” in former got 
mislaid, an “a” appeared in its place, making 
“farmer” out of ““former,” and destroying the 
wnole sense of the paragraph, making the very 
person who grows food, take on the guise of de- 
stroyer thereof. This paragraph ended with the 
words, “strange to say the least of it!” and it 
certainly would be strange if farmers, who grow, 
according to some people, too much food, advo- 
cated destroying it. At the end of this article, 
in.the last paragraph, the sentence, “All these 
things linked one with the other,” lost its mean- 
ing by the word “linked” becoming “likened.”— 
all the correct letters, but in wrong order, such 
a little slip, but what a difference. 

Doesn’t «this bring home most forcibly, the 
amount of accurate work involved in the news- 
papers we so lightly pay a nickel for, and abuse 
so roundly when we can spof a mistake? 

It does make one realize the value of accuracy. 
During our immature years, we are apt to shy 
at the word accuracy, it seems so stuffy and 
staid. But, lack of accuracy could make Empires 
fall, and all sorts of horrors to happen! Only 
a little while ago there was wholesale potential 
death being sold through an inaccurate formula 
being made up and Satributed as a cure for cer- 
tain ailments. 

The accuracy of the engineers who built the 
famous railway tunnel ‘through ‘the mountains 
near Banff is a lesson for all. Their calculations 
were so accurate that the tunnel being bored from 
each end met within a fraction of an inch. In- 
accuracy in building or in reading a ship’s. com- 
pass might well mean disaster to man and prop- 
erty. The surgeon and his knife, know to the 
full the necessity of strict accuracy, human lives 
depend on it. 

So accuracy is not a bad goal for which to 
strive. It may seem dull, but it is inevitably nec- 
essary if we wish to become a success in life, and 
be outstanding. . Don’t we women know to our 
cost, how necessary accuracy is in our every-day 
life. Our cakes would not be a success if our 
measurements and weights were not accurate. 

This column, which started out to be a resume 
of last year’s articles, has turned out to be a dis- 
sertation on the value of accuracy! However, 
does it matter very much?

Dominion Government to Stand Pat 
On 80 Cent Minimum Wheat Price 


OTTAWA. — Although Ra tag 
tered demands have been com- 
ing from the Maritime Provinces 
and Central Canada for the re- 
tirement of the Government from 
its policy of an 80-cent minimum 
wheat price, it can be stated on 
the authority of close ministerial 
sources that there is no possibil- 
ity whatever of the 80-cent price 
being abandoned. The reason is 
that the figure was. not fixed by 
the Cabinet with the main idea 
of attempting to forecast the 
course of the market: It was 
done rather with a view to set- 
ting a minimum figure which en- 
able producers, who had suffered 
from several successive years of 
drought, to recover a measure of 
purchasing power through the 
medium of this year’s crop. Of 
course, the Government does not 
view the idea of a $50,000,000 or 
$60,000,000 treasury loss, as a ‘re- 
sult of the policy, with any com- 
placency. But as yet it is not 
particularly worried by the 
dreary forecasts that have broad- 
cast such estimates. , 

It is the expectation of the 
ministry, as well as its hope, that 
before the crop year is out the 
market will have stabilized at 
levels somewhat more promising 
than the immediate outlook might 
indicate. As stated by one of the 
members of the Cabinet who is 
most closely associated with the 
_80-cent policy, the Government’s 
hope is that the loss will not be 
greater than the $26,000,000 
which was spent in the Prairie 
Provinces last year by way of 
relief and distress measures.

It has been said that over half 
of the population today live in 
the past; that may or may not 
be true, but there is no doubt 
that many of our happiest hours 
are those spent in recalling past 
events, when we worked and 
played under conditions which, 
in many cases, were far removed 
from those of 1938. 

There were, for instance the 
dark days of the Great War, 
when the country seemed to be 
saved from despondency only by 
a flood of war songs which 
arrived on the scene at an oppor- 
tune time to cheer up the folks 
back home. 

Recently I came across a war- 
time catalogue of a well known 
record company, which brought 
back many memories of those 
stirring days. Included in the 
listings were such popular “hits” 
as “Take Me Back to Dear Old 
Blighty,” “Oh How I Hate to Get 
Up in the Morning,” “It’s a 
Long Way to Tipperary,” the 
American favorite, “It’s a Long 
Way to Dear Old Broadway,” and 
scores of others. 

These songs didn’t win the war 
by any means, but they helped 
everyone make the best of some 
very dark days. 

Coming on the music market 
at the same time ,were many 
other splendid musical efforts, 
some of which will last for many 
years to come. “I’m Forever 
Blowing Bubbles,” for instance, 
had a lilting melody which is as 
sweet as ever; “When You Look 
in the Heart of a Rose” as played 
by the orchestras of the time 
was an unforgetable treat; 
“There’s a Long, Long Trail” 
has few equals and will probably 
outlive most of us, and there 
were many more of equal calibre. 


“Dear Old Pal of Mine,” 
“Beautiful Ohio,” “Where the 
Silvery Colorado Wends Its 
Way” and “Roses of Picardy” 
—what splendid pieces they 
were! It was a musical era 


which brought forth many songs 
which years of “swing” music 
may never erase from our memo- 
ries.

Most of those I buried died of 
T.B.—but many children die of 
malnutrition, How could it be 
otherwise when, Some years ago, 
the census showed that the ave- 
rage income was less than 75 
cents per day. The death rate 
was always high and medical at- 
tendance prohibitive. Some of 
the scenes I have witnessed as 
Pastor are indescribable — lives 
uselessly sacrificed through ab- 
ject poverty, and prices given for 
fish were always a disgrace to 
civilization. The Government 
knows this well enough but Big 
Business Interests are uppermost. 
As, a body of men, the fishermen 
are temperate. The need of. fuel 
is great and many suffer fright- 
fully from want of clothes | in 
winter. Your editorials are” too 
mild, the half has never been told 
of poverty, cold endured, vriva- 
tion, yes, starvation, and this lat- 
ter our Government winks at,:but 
there is a day of reckoning yet 
to come.” : 


“Similar conditions prevail 
among the miners who cannot 
find work because so many 
people are too poor to buy coal, 
while merchants cannot collect 
their accounts. 

“Listen to the district nurse as 
she reveals conditions of misery 
and illness and malnutrition, of 
children who have been deprived 
of sufficint milk since they were 
weaned, and the father (miner) 
is earning a pittance a day. Stop 
in a village and see a hundred or 
so children massed in one school- 
room and being taught in two 
shifts. Talk to teachers who 
have not been paid for several 
years, and look at school sec- 
tions that have not collected 
taxes for 18 months and more 
because the people have no 
money.” 


There are columns of such evi- 
dence, but the Bank of Nova 
Scotia shares are the highest 
quoted in Canada, and the Prov- 
ince enjoys the “blessings” of 
Liberal rule. Messrs. Gray, Shaw 
& Co. are wasting their time and 
talents in this benighted Province 
of Alberta; they should go to 
Nova Scotia and learn how really 
prosperous people may be under 
the control of Liberalism and 
orthodox Finance.
